River at the Mouth of the: Kton- 
dike. and down) river from 
Whitehorse some 320 miles. We 
left Whitehorse in the early af- 
ternoon and hoped to find ac- 
commodations at che af the stops 
before reaching Dawson. 


320 miles is a song drive in 
ene afternoon over roads which 
are not narticular'y good, and 
where instead of hridges ferries, 
manned for the most part by In- 
dians, transport travelers across 
the river. The rivers in some in- 
stances are equally as large as 
the old Mississipp: itself. 


As we came to each little 
spot along the road bearine a 
name to identify it, such Car- 
macks, Minto, etc., we found it 
was possible to obtain gasoline, 
and at one time a supper of 
ham and eggs, but lodgings were 
non-existent. 


So we trudged on toward 
Dawson City. We met only five 
cars on the whole trip in: and 
none the next day coming out 
toward the Alaska Hichway. But 
we had daylight until about ten 
p.m. and knew from the Milepost 
that we would cross the last river 
by ferry before thev closed for 
the day. (At one river we had 
to wait a full hovr while the 
ferryman took a break and ate 
his lunch.) But we were com- 
forted by the fact that we did 
have our tent. sleeping bags. and 
a couple of days food supply if 
it became necessary to fall back 
upon them, 


In that this road in many plac- 
es was a narrow, forturous and 
precarious trail. wo did not rav2 
cver it nor try to ‘‘make time.” 
Thus it was after midnight when 


sever . 
drove by all we y which still 
had their lights on and thougnt 
we were selecting the least ob- 
jectionable. 


We found the night clerk ia 
the bar room bu-ily dispensing 
assorted beverages to un uproar- 
ious and noisy crowd. He said he 
would give us one of the better 
rooms because we were man and 
wife and not just a couple of 
male prospectors secking a cheap 
lodging for the night. Since we'd 
been up since 4 a.m. we wera

so thoroughly exhausted that we 
had no abjeclion tu offer so long 
as we could jest lie down and 
sleep with a reof aver aur heads. 


Our room contained two beds, 
which probably were imported 
during the gold rnsh days of tae 
1890's. They were iron beds 
with flat hard springs and mat- 
tresses, but the frames had at 
one time been resplendent with 
brass knobs. We also had a win- 
dow in our room which we found 
later most of the other room3 
aidn’t have. And seven 1956 cal- 
endars, all of large proportions 
and decorative designs—plus a4 
few other hand drawn pietures 
on the walls. 


The electric eerd hanging 
from the ceiling was long and 
stretched across the room to the 
bedstead where it was tied for 
genuine convenience. 


The next morning we arose 
early and after removing tne 
dresser from across the lockless 
door, we made a thorough ins- 
pection of the premises. Dingy 
hallways, kittens of dust two in- 
ches thick under the beds, un- 
lighted rooms off the corridors 
and a single dirty bathroom with 
ene toilet and a lavoratory to 
serve the entire floor. The cold 
water was so adjusted as to rur. 
vigorously all the time, day an” 


nieht. the year around. In thi> eege 

way the water pipes and sewer: : 

did not freeze up. Of course : 

there was no hot water. : 
We decided to try another ho- 

tel for our breakfast. Here the 

little oriental said,. “You wan‘ 

breakfast?” as he dropped a fil- 

thy appearing menu on the coun- 


ter. Then he said, ‘‘Whoops, walt 
"til IT clean it up a bit,” ane 
scrubbed ineffectually at tne 
printed word with an equally az 
dirty rag which he had procured 
from his hip pocket. We expect 
however, that the trick had been 
good for many a laugh, 


After breakfast we wandered 
around town, an utterly fantas- 
tic. improbable place. A cross 
between an old time western 
movie and a nightmare, defying 
description. The fabulous gold 
camp of the Klondike Gold Rush 
once numbered 25.000 inhabi- 
tants, but when the rich claims 
finally wave out, after yielding 
over $100,000.000 by 1904, the 
miners and their followers left 
for new fields and the popula- 
tion gradually dwindled to its 
present 800, 


However the ghosts of that 
legendary era are still present,

Many stark buildings with an- 
cient advertising und the re- 


mains of old window decorations 
still stand, dark and weather 
beaten. Some are without win- 
dows. Some without rvofs, In- 
terspersed among them are the 
enterprising business plices of 
today supplying the residents 
and the tourits with the every 
day necessities of life. 


As we walked about on the 
raised wooden sidewalks, our 
fuotsteps echoed ‘n the early 
morning through the deserted 
streets, and we could almost 


hear the honky-tank ryhthms of 
the “Flora Dora Dance Sfal” 
catch the faint fragrance of a 
vanished perfume, and feel ap- 
ain the expectant excitement in 
the lure of pzold and the spell 
of the Yukon. 


Each August 17, the entire 
Yukon Territory pays tribute to 
Discovery Day, which is a legal 
haliday, and as many as ca. 
journey to Dawson City by 
plane, boat and roed for a cele- 
bration. At such times many of 
the dead buildings come to lite 
for a few days and all of the 
hotels are filled to capacity. 


Another ferry trip across the 
Yukon at Dawson City, and we 
were again on our ‘vay to Alaska. 
It was on this section of back 
raad known as the Taylor High- 
way, from an area that was still 
under construction and recently 
blasted, that we tricked up sev- 
eral pieces of rock- whose color 
and glitter caught our eye. We 
have since brought them home 
and installed them in the terrace 
in front of our house, although 
we had learned in the meantime 


that they actually do contain 


traces of gold. 


Thus we crossed into Alaska 
from the Yukon in a high moun- 
lainous area. The customs office 
was uperated by a lonesome man 
who greeted us dressed in a fur 
parka---on lhe 10th of August. 
But there was little wonder, for 
it actually was snowing and rain- 
ing at the time, Later as we came 
down out of the mountains a 
hit, the weather cleared, ana 
we enjoyed a nice sunny day. 


We returned to the Alaska 
Hichway shortly after noon at 


mile 1306 or 221 miles from 
Fairbanks, This section of the 
road, leing under the control 


of the Alaska Road Commission 
Northwest Highway System, 
rather than the Canadian Army 
gave promise of more pleasant 
driving. Gone were the dust aad 
gravel, and in their place lay a 
wide black hard-topped paving.

Mr. Stebbins used 4 lot of diplo- 
macy and patience and finally 
they were convinced. 

It was staled that cherries 
moved or sold faster at an ée 
base rather than cn a Be base 
any year. General observation- 
show that canners in general arc 
not as anxious to can cherries at 
they used to be, 

This year’s fe price wag not 
on account of the general public 
because they would have paid 
more. The’ two New York car: 
rers that started the 5¢ price 
did not care whether they rur 
their factories or not. but tole 
the growers they could bring in 
their cherries for Be, Every oth r 
canner followed suit. 

While I don’t know, I would 
expect a little better deal this 
year. I don’t believe any ons 
or two canners can spoil the 
whole deal. However, there is 
one thing sure, canners are no‘ 
as anxious for cherries as they 
used to he. And growers are 
more or less to blame.

Featured below are the full texts of two editorials which appeared in The DETROIT TIMES on 
February 26, 1956 and in The DETROIT FREE PRESS on February 27, 1956. Because they present the 
considered editorial judgment of two of Michigan’s great newspapers, we are reprinting them in full 
as a public service fay the informs ‘on of our 3,600,000 Blue Cross members and all the people of Michigan. 


From The Detroit Times, February 26 


BLUE CROSS FUSS 


We didn’t suspect a week ago today, when we 
started a series of articles on Blue Cross, that the 
fuss over hospital prepayment would attain the in- 
tensity it has now reached. 

The amount of hullabaloo, frankly, is getting out 
of hand. ; 

Rep. Allison Green has a bill for the Legislature, 
which he fondly hopes will solve everything. It won't. 
~ Insurance Comimissioner Joseph A. Navarre has 
been quoted with some remarks which we suspect he 
will regret when he begins to realize what he has said. 

A group of unions in Detroit and Flint is proposing 
to set up a rival “Blue Cross plan,” which is entirely 
within their rights, even though we doubt it will look 
as simple to them once they have gotten into what is 
a very complicated problem. 

Of the three—Rep. Allison, Commissioner Navarre, 
and the unions~we think the unions are behaving 
most reasonably, We differ with them only in our 
opinion as to whether they CAN produce what they 
think they can. 

But of the whole lot, we think Blue Cross and its 
present managers are the most capable of providing 
what we want. We think Blue Cross is getting a 
vicious and needless pushing around. 

In our news stories we have tried to tell what was 
herpening without letting our opinions sway us. 

But this is the editorial page, and this is our 
op-nion, and we are saying what we think,

First of all, a series of articles which began con- 
currently in another Detroit paper is, for all we know 
at this moment, still running. We don’t have any 
cuarret with the facts in it. 

Wie do believe it has placed too much emphasis on 
veoescutilization™. that is, the complaint that some 
tc. pla ether stay too long in the hospital, or get in 
vetes Ping Crovs shen they shouldn't—when they 
aren't really sick. 

The Times reported that. We can take you back in 
the files a couple of years and show we were the first 
newspaper to report there was some of this chiseling 
gains on. It should be halted. We think it is being 


halted. 


But it makes a rather sensational subject to write 
about—and some people talk too much about it. This 
“over-utilization” while it does happen, is not occur- 
ring to the extent that it makes any vast difference in 
premium payments. 

And that is the most important issue in this whole 
problem. 

Why do we think “over-utilization” is not as great 
as some people try to suggest? 


* * * 


First, because a Blue Cross study group itself was 
the first to dig into the matter. No attempt to hide 
anything, Just an effort to correct the situation, since 
chiseling by one subscriber is paid for by all the 
honest ones. 

Second, Blue Cross, by subsequent and continuous 
inquiry, thinks that this evil is under good control, 
even though there is still an occasional violation, 

Third, because Michigan isn't the only Blue Cross 
plan, The same general plan exists in all the states, 
each under its own laws and its own management, 

If the plan here happened to be at fault, in some 
way, it is hardly possible that all the states would be 
at fault in the same way. 

Somewhere in the country we would find that Blue 
Cross rates were markedly lower—we would find it, 
that is, if Michigan’s Blue Cross were letting the cus- 
tomers get away with murder, 

Somebody would have found a solution, and would 
be bragging about it. But no, rates are pretty com- 
parable anywhere you go. 

Therefore, we suspect this “over-utilization” has 
been publicized into a bigger fault than it really is. 
We don’t think very many people get much fun out 
of going to, or staying in, a hospital. 

Now Rep. Green thinks he could bring about lower 
rates, and thwart all the chiselers (such as there are 
—most people are honest) by a law making Blue 
Cross change its policy. 

He would make everyone who uses Blue Cross pay 
the whole cost of the first day in the hospital (the 
most expensive day, because then you have all the 
tests, and usually the operation if you need one) and 
also pay 15 per cent of the cost after the seventh day. 

Of course that would reduce the premium you pay 
for Blue Cross—but you'd soon find it didn’t save any 
money. Furthermore, it would put the biggest burden

TRYING TO SPOT THE REAL VILLAIN 


Old melodramas had their advantages. It was easy 
to identify the villain. This is not so in the current 
uproar about hospitalization insurance. Rates have 
skyrocketed. Many think Blue Cross has thrust its 
hand too deeply into the pockets of its 3,600,000 
Michigan subscribers. Investigations are being made, 
Uills are being submitted to the legislature, and the 
uit is blue with charges, 

Much is still being learned, but we think some 
observations can be made now. 

The public’s demand in the last decade for better 
medical and hospital care has been great. Therefore, 
on top of inflation must be added the cost of this 
improved care. An increase in Blue Cross rates might, 
then, be considered automatic. 

The question is: Do the allegedly excessive rates 
reflect only inflation and improved care? 

Ample proof to the cantrary appears in surveys of 
hospital cases covered by hospitalization insurance, 
The studies indicate clearly that alarming abuses 
have cropped up. These take the form of unnecessary 
hospitalization, prolonged stays for convenience or 
comfort and excessive use of drugs and laboratory 
facilities. 

The problem remains the same. Whom do we hiss 
and boo? 


Is it hospitals for operating inefficiently? Is it 
physicians who find it convenient to group patients 
in hospitals for quick and lucrative rounds of call 
that require only an hour or so each morning? Is it 
patients who unnecessarily demand and get from 
their doctors a hospital bed and costly care? Is it 
Blue Cross for permitting such known abuses to 
continue? 

Frankly, we suspect the answer to all such ques- 
tions may be “Yes!” 

At least one offered solution appears to be pre- 
cipitous and short-sighted. A bill introduced in the 
Michigan Legislature suggests a deductible plan simi- 
lar to auto insurance. The proposal to make sub- 
scribers pay for the first day of hospitalization and 
15 per cent after seven days no doubt would cut rates. 
It also would greatly reduce the value of the service. 
It would not, we believe, strike hard enough at the 
abuses, 

It would, however, seem logical to offer optional 
plans. Blue Cross has sucha plan, in which the patient 
pays the cost of the first two days and $2 a day for

Rep. Green, with the best of intentions, has over- 
simplified the situation. Besides, he wants to make 
this compulsory for evetybody—doesn't even want to 
give subscribers a choice of which way they’d rather 
do it 

Commissioner Navarre, for reasons which escape 
us, has indorsed Rep. Green’s notion. We suspect 
some politics somewhere, because we think Navarre 
ought to know better. 

We wonder, too, why Navarre has questioned the 
sincerity of the Blue Cross in offering a so-called 
“deductible” policy. 

People have been able, if they chose, to buy such 
a policy from Blue Cross for upwards of the last year. 

Blue Cross made no secret of the fact that such a 
policy was being offered. People could have it, at a 
lower price, if they wanted it. They didn't want it. 

To get back to the unions, now, They’d like a 
policy which gives more benefits at lower cost. Who 
doesn’t like the idea? Who doesn’t want the good 
five-cent cigar back, or the $700 automobile, or the 
three-cent newspaper, for that matter? We'd like them 
all back. 

But you can't slap economics in the face, 

You can't legislate Utopia. 

And so far as we are concerned, you can't say that 
Blue Cross hasn’t been doing a good job. 

Its prices haven't gone up any faster than factory 
wages. It has been so good that it now has 3,600,000 
people, or half of the whole state, using Blue Cross 
and liking it.

Trying to make out, all of a sudden, that something 
is “wrong,” or that some simple little bill in the 
Legislature can turn time backward and make things 
cost less—that's nonsense. 

We don't think this union group can do it, either, 
but we'll concede their right to try. At least they 
aren't trying to tell everybody else how to do it. 
They're undertaking to show how to do it, 

We think, flatly, that Blue Cross is a fine thing, and 
we hope all the noise won't fool the people and 
unduly alarm them, 

Blue Cross is merely a victim of our rising econ- 
omy just as everybody else is. 


the remainder of the hospital stay. The saving of but 
16 per cent in premiums does not seem adequate, 
considering that the avernge stay is seven days. Blue 
Cross also is readying a “catastrophe” policy, but if 
the saving is no greater than offered under the year- 
old deductible plan it too probably will not be widely 
popular. 

One additional thought stands out prominently. 
Physicians, through their dealings with patients and 
because they control both the hospitals and the Blue 
Cross organization, have failed, in our estimation, to 
take an active public stand on the abuses under the 
voluntary hospitalization insurance plans, 

Because they are so closely involved in the abuses 
and because voluntary plans were their answer in a 
period when socialized medicine appeared around the 
corner, they should be available to counsel the public, 
The public wholeheartedly accepted the voluntary 
plans and should have the wise advice of doctora, 

Since Blue Cross is a $100,000,000-a-year bust 
ness, the entire problem should be thoroughly 
examined, calinly, circumspectly and publicly,
